Mother Nature hasn't provided 
any breaks to help the public, works 
department eliminate the. piles of 
snow, but the salt is holding out and 
work continues. 

According to Antioch streets 
commissioner Joe Huber, "We are at 
about 70 percent (capacity) with the 
salt. We could use another 200

tons." . 

Huber explained that though 
the salt has been ordered, there is a 
delivery delay because a bridge was 
"blown out" in Milwaukee.. 

"We. get our salt from Milwau- 
kee," he said. "It usually takes seven 
working days to receive delivery, but 
with the bridge out, they have to 



take an alternate route that takes 
longer. I'm calling every day or say 
to keep track of things." 

Huber said crew's continue 
efforts to keep the mountains of 
.snow from overtaking the village. 
.He said, "We can move snow 
everyday. We do the downtown 
sidewalks first and then, move on 
to corners and parking lots. It's 
been difficult to keep mailboxes 
clear." 

He continued, "If we could 
catch a break and have .five days 
without snow, and some" warmer 
weather In the 30s, that would take 
care of about 25 percent of the 
snow." 

Huber reports there have been 
very few complaints, and that 
residents have "hung in there." « -

Although parental involve- 
ment is high at Lake Villa Com- 
munity Consolidated School Dist. 
41 schools, performance rates in 
certain academic areas are still 
slightly below state averages, ac- 
cording to the Illinois School Re- 
port Card for the school year 

1*399-2000. 

The school reports cards are 
issued annually, rating each pub- 
lic school in the state. The report, 
made available to parents and 
others upon request, contains in- 
formation about, the school's 
standings on the Illinois Standards 
Achievement Test (ISAT) and 
shows the percentage of students 
meeting the state's standards in 
reading, writing, mathematics, 
science and social studies. 

The district, overall, has a total 
enrollment of 2,799— 869 at 
Palonibi Middle School, 525 at 
Pleviak Elementary, 682 at Hoop- 
er Elementary and 687 atThomp- 

son Elementary. 

Attendance throughout the 
districtis high, at 94.8 percent in 
the district, compared with 93.9 
percent statewide. The chronic 
, truancy rate is .3 percent, com- 
pared with the stale's rate of 2.4 
percent. 

Parental involvement, which 
includes parent-teacher confer- 
ences, visits to the school, visits 
from the school to the home, 
phone conversations and written 
correspondence was at 100 per- 
cent throughout the district, with 
Hooper parental involvement 
slightly lower, at 99.6 percent. The 
, state figure was^97.2 percent. 

Achievement tests are given in 
reading, writing and math at third, 



fifth and eighth grades. The scores 
are categorized as level 1 (acade- 
mic warning), level 2 (below stan- 
dard), level 3 (meets standard) and 
level 4 (exceeds standard). 

In reading, Dist. 41 schools 
showed 72 percent of third- 
graders, 75 percent of fifth- 
graders, and 72 percent of eighth- 
graders reading at or above stan- 
dard grade level. Statewide,- the 
rate was 62 percent for third- 
graders, 59 percent for fifth- 
graders, and 72 percent for eighth- 
graders. 

In math, 79 percent of third- 
graded, 77 percent of fifth- 
graders, and 39 percent of eighth- 
graders were at or above standard. 
Statewide, the rate was 69 percent 
for third-graders, 57 percent for 
fifth-graders, and 47 percent for 
eighth-graders. 

Explaining the lag in math 
performance at the eighth-grade 
level, .Dist. 41 Supt. Dr. Michael 
Anderson noted the shortage of 
qualified math teachers— a need 
the board has been addressing. 

He also pointed out that the 
eighth-graders were the last group 
of tested students who did not ex- 
. perience a full eight years of the 
"every day" math program cur- 
rently used throughout the Illinois 
school systems. 

"We expect this year's stu- 
dents to achieve higher scores," he 
said. 

In writing tests, 48 percent of 
third-graders were at or above 
state standards. The rate was 85 
percent of fifth-graders and 62 
percent of eighth-graders. 
Statewide, there were 55 percent 
of third-graders, 71 percent of 
fifth-graders and 70 percent of 
eighth-graders writing at or above 
standard grade level.

Unbreakable' doesn't put all the pieces to 
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In this dark slory, Bruce Willis 
portrays David Dunn, a de- 
pressed individual who works 
as a security officer at a root- 
ball stadium. 

Dunn has plenty to be de- 
pressed about. As the story opens, 
he is returning from a failed security 
job interview, his marriage is on the 
rocks and lie can't even pick up the 
woman sitting next to him on the 
train that ends up in a wreck, killing 
all the passengers and crew. Dunn 
survives the crash unharmed. 

It is eventually revealed that 
Dunn has never suffered physical 
illness or injury, although he has 
survived other quite serious acci- 
dents in his lifetime. 

Running alongside Dunn's es- 
capes from injuries, in a parallel- 
universc-sort-of way, is Elijah Price 
(Samuel L Jackson), who suffers 
from a congenital illness that caus- 
es his bones to shatter at the slight- 
est touch. 

Price, who owns a successful 

upscale gallery featuring original 
comic-book artwork, believes there 
must be a parallel to his life, no 
doubt based upon his study of the 
heroes and villains in the comic 

books he cherishes.- 

Eventually, he comes to be- 
lieve Dunn is that parallel and ini- 
tiates a dialogue.

The snowmobile must be 
brought to a complete stop before 
crossing a road. 
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The rider of a snowmobile will 
yield the right of way to a pedestri- 
an. 

It is unlawful to drive a snow- 
mobile on private property without 
the consent of the owners. 

The operation of snowmobiles 
is prohibited between the hours of 



1 1 p.m.-7 a.m. Sunday through 
Thursday and from intdnight-7 a.m. 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

Clubs pull up markers in March 
— but that is several snowstorms 
away. For the foreseeable future, 
snowmobile riders have something 
to talk about when they meet.

Making sense of 

Rte. 53 melee: 
a sane path out 

Out of the melee of information, misinformation, informed 
opinion, uninformed opinion, unabashed flamdoodlc and 
folk lore surrounding the proposed extension of Rte, 53 has 
come a sensible solution. 

Members of the Mundclcin village board have earned deep gratitude 
for cutting through the fog hovering over a road building plan that has 
disillusioned and held out false hope for the driving public for 40 
years, at the same time distracting and dividing local officialdom. 

In the form of a resolution adopted unanimously, Mundelein council 
members requested that the state and and Lake County begin imme- 
diately to widen and improve existing roads, They ask that a decision 
to be made by the governor and General Assembly by July 1 , 2001. 

Significantly, the resolution avoided the "in your face" approach tak- 
en on Rte, 53 for years by the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. The 
pre-Christmas document prioritizes badly needed highway improve- 
ments in one of the most congested areas of the state. In a shrewd 
political stroke, Mundelein councilmen simply set aside the issue of 
Rte. 53 until existing roadways are improved. The position takes the 
air out of the Rte. 53 debate. 

The resolution signers identified as immediate highway improve- 
ment needs Rte, 45 from Milwaukee Ave. to Rte. 83; Rte. 83 from Rte. 
45 to Rte. 120; Rte. 60 from Rte. 45 to Rte. 120 at Volo and Peterson Rd. 
from Rte. 137 to Rte. 60. Few, if any, frustrated commuters trapped in 
the twice daily gridlock of east-west thoroughfares will argue with 

iUqcc t choices, . - - - ... 

Besides setting a sane and vvorkahlecoiistruclion agenda, the 

Mundelein approach pulls away "the cover" that Rte. 53 has provided 
transportation officials and politicians, principally the Republican 
leadership in Springfield, for doing nothing about the highway mess 
in Lake County. It's time that both locally elected officials and busi- 
ness leaders, who have embraced the Rte. 53 concept out of frustra- 
tion, realized that they've been hoodwinked. The Lake County Tran- 
portation Study Group, officed ironically in Mundelein, ought to fold 
up its ginned up facts and figures. 

Finally, there's a pathway to throw off the clutches of the Rte. 53 im- 
broglio. Call it the Mundelein Method. There's a bandwagon form- 
ing. Time to hop aboard.

Two townships were involved with a school district in a landmark ex- 
ample of intergovernmental cooperation. Antioch High School is 
joining with Antioch and Lake Villa townships to build a multipurpose 
office building and community center. - ;j! 

On a 67 acre site donated by the school, a shared building will be 
built on the townline not far from where a second high school will be 
built to serve Antioch, Lake Villa and Lindenhurst. The building will 
house school administrative offices, Antioch Township offices and a 
community center Which will have a strong focus on senior citizen 
service. School Supt. Dennis Hockney said the building is coming 
about because of a desire to "work together." Antioch Township Su- 
pervisor Steve Smouse reported the innovative arrangement already 
has attracted attention in Springfield, 

Once the "stepchild" of Lake County townships because of a dilapi- 
dated 100-year-old frame office building, Grant Township will break 
ground this winter for a $1 million administrative building that over- 
looks a community recreational complex. Warren Township is adding 
a new dimension to its already model grassroots governmental com- 
plex with an innovative after school youth center. The project, open- ■ 
ingthis month, is another example of intergovernmental cooperation. 
Warren High School will provide bustransporation. 

We could add other examples of the positive influence the county's 
other townships are making, but our point has been made. Town- 
ships contribute. Period. Voters will have an opportunity to reaffirm 
their support at the polls April 3 when all township officials are up for 
re-election.

State Rep. Susan Garrett (D- 
Lake Forest), a yes vote, views the 
monumental reconstruction pro- 
ject for the creaky lakefront stadi- 
um as a "win-win for all of Illinois." 
Well, yes. Certainly win-win for 
House Majority Leader Mike 
Madigan, aDem member of the 
four horsemen, and the guy who 
gives orders to people like Garrett. 
So, make that a win-win for Susan, 
too. 

Another yes vote was recorded by 
State Rep, Andrea Moore (R-Lib- 
ertyvillc). Link, Garrett and Moore 
were in the well known box. Re- 
gardless of the Bear stadium bill 
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merits, their votes were a lock, Link 
and Garrett for party leadership 
reasons and Moore because influ- 
ential Bear bosses and Bear friends 
live in her district.

Turning serious, 
Beaubien pointed out that the bill 
for modernizing Soldier Field will 
be double or more the average cost 
of football stadiums being built to- 
day, not exactly a good deal for the 
general citizenry.

Hopefully, the new County Board will 
understand the real reason why we 
have traffic congestion. The reason 
is we have simply overbuilt and it 
appears we are continuing to do that instead 
of recycling our land and buildings. 

It is difficult to buy the philosophy that 
we must destroy more land when we have a 
city that has many vacant buildings mat we 
could use for government use, and it is even 
more difficult that we will promote more de- 
struction of land at the expense of mature 
cities and towns, which we all claim we don't 
want to do, because a pat board may have 
deemed it so, but things do change. 

I spoke in the past of the need to provide 
practice and playing fields for Libertyville 
Township.

I suspect the 80 acres of the County 
Farm would demand S30-S40 thousand an 
acre, maybe more. That amount of money 
could buy at least 10-15 times more land, if 
not more, and it could be divided up for

ment purposes, and if there is any left, for our . 
much needed open space for everyone, plus 
LibertyviHe will get its playing fields and the 
county will be well served. 

County Board members who represent 
the eastern portion of Lake County would be 
somewhat upset to lose that rental income 
on the shoreline* and seemingly further pro- 
mote the demise of the city ofWaukegan. 

Hopefully, it is not too late to. revamp 
those plans. This is a win-win situation for 
everyone: the youthful athletes, diminished 
traffic congestion, promoting Waukegan as 
the hub of county service, which would start 
to restore Waukegan to its former greatness, 
beginning an economic boom to many busi- 
nesses in Waukegan. 

I can't think of any drawback except per- 
haps a few minutes' longer drive to the coun- 
ty seat, but a cheaper price to pay to alleviate 

congestion. Politically speaking, there are at 
least five or six county Board members 
whose political futures could hinge on good, 
solid long-range planning. 

But I believe it will be the pressure from 
members of the young sports community 

who have no place to play or practice, who 
will change our thinking, and especially 
when it won't cost more taxes than what they 
are paying now. All of the above improves the 
quality of life and, ultimately, property val- 
ues. 

To many who are involved in the sports 

arena, the unique soccer complex did not 
happen by accident; it was promoted by de- 
termined people, and of the new people who 
have moved into tow, it will have to have that 
same determination to obtain the 80 acres of 
the County Farm for baseball, soccer, foot- 
ball, etc. The public has got to make it hap- 
pen. Remember, good ideas drift up from the 

bottom, not down from the top,

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Small steps for safety on snow and ice 



Sandra Gim pel fell more than 500 times 
in the last year- without serious injury. Not so 
fortunate were some 16,000 Americans who 
die each year from falls, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council (NSC). 

The difference? Gimpcl's falls were not 
accidental, but planned and executed with 
precision. She is a 3rd degree black belt 
Karate instructor and Hollywood stunt 
woman who earns a living falling in movies 
and television commercials. 

Falls rival poisoning as the number one 
home accident in the U.S. The number of in- 
juries or deaths from falls due to winter con- 
ditions is not recorded by the NSC. But, safety 
experts agree that many injuries result from 
falls on ice-covered surfaces. 
Siifety Tips 

It's important that individuals recognize 
the hazards of slippery surfaces. Here are 
helpful hints from winter-safety experts that 
will reduce the risk of falling when slippery 
conditions exist: 

• Wear boots or overshoes with soles. 
Avoid walking in shoes that have smooth sur- 
faces, which increase the risk of slipping, 

•Walk consciously. Be alert to the possi- 
bility that you could quickly slip on an unseen 
patch of ice. Avoid the temptation to run to 
catch a bus or beat traffic when crossing a 
street. 

•Walk cautiously. Your arms help keep 
you balanced, so keep hands out of pockets 



and avoid carrying heavy loads that may 
cause you to become off balance. 

•Walk "small." Avoid an erect, marching 
posture. Look to see ahead of where you step. 
When you step on icy areas, take short, shuf- 
fling steps, curl your toes under and walk as • 
flatfootcd as possible. 

• Remove snow immediately before it be- 
comes packed or turns to ice. Keep your 
porch stoops, steps, walks and driveways free 
of ice by frequently applying ice mclter gran- 
ules. This is the best way to prevent formation 
of dangerous ice patches. Using a potassium- 
based melter, such as Safe Step, instead of salt 
will prevent damage to concrete, grass and 
other vegetation or to carpets and floors 
should you track in some. 
Falling Safely 

Even when you practice safe walking 
habits, slipping on ice is sometimes unavoid- 
able. 

"It takes less than two seconds from the 
moment you slip until you hit the ground," 
says Sandra Gimpel. "That's precious little 
lime to react. In that instant, the risk Is an in- 
jury to your head, a wrist, hip or shoulder." 
Gimpel says knowing how to fall will help you 
reduce the risk of injury. In the stunts she per- 
forms and the Karate courses she teaches, 
Gimpel uses a luck-and-roll principle. 

"It's important to tuck your body, lift your 
head and avoid trying to break the fall with a 
hand, which can cause a wrist injury," says 



Gimpel. "The idea is to make yourself as small 
as possible by rolling up into a ball." She sug- 
gests you practice the techniques as follows: 

• Sit on the floor with your legs out flat in 
front of you. To simulate a backwards fall, 
slowly begin to He back toward the floor and 
quickly tuck your head forward, chin to chest. 
At the same time, lift your knees to your chest 
and extend your arms away from your body 
and "slap" the ground with your palms and 
forearms. Tills maneuver will help prevent 
your head, wrists and elbows from hitting the 
ground. 

•Assume the original position. To prac- 
tice a sideways fall - which usually causes a 
shoulder, hip, elbow or wrist injury - begin to 
roll to one side or the other. As you do so, lay 
out your arm parallel to your body so that 
your forearm, not your wrist or shoulder, is 
first to contact the floor. Also, lift your head 
toward your shoulder opposite the fall. Next, 
practice the procedure in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

•From a kneeling position, practice for a 
potential front fall. Begin to lean forward and 
as you fall, roll to one side, laying out your 
arm parallel to your body, again so the fore- 
arm and not your wrist makes contact with 
the floor. Lift your head to the opposite shoul- 
der and continue to roll. 

Following these guidelines may not qualify 
you to handle movie stunts, but they can help 
protect you from serious injury this winter. 



Public health director reports teen births fall to 40-year low 



The percentage of births to Illinois 
teenagers last year dropped to the lowest level 
in 40 years, Dr. John R. Lumpkin, state public 
health director, announced. 

Of the 182,027 births to Illinois women in 



1999, 12.0 percent, or 21,833, were to girls 19 
years of age or younger, down from 12,4 per- 
cent (22,632) in 1998 and the lowest since 1 1,8 
percent was recorded in 1959. This is the fifth 
consecutive year that the percentage of teen 
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births has declined. 

"These statistics are a testament to the 
progress we have made In this state to reduce 
teen births/' Governor George H. Ryan said. 
"It appears teens arc getting message that 

postponing sexual activity is the right thing to 

do, but we still have work to do. Let's build on 
this good news and continue our efforts to- 
wards lowering the number of. teen births in 
Illinois." 

Dr. John R. Lumpkin, state public health 
director, said many reasons have been given 
for the decline in teen births, including con- 
cerns about HIV/ AIDS and other sexually 
transmitted disease, the consequences of un- 
wanted pregnancy, pro-abstinence messages, 
sex education programs in the schools and 

teens simply deciding that sex can wait. 

"There is a lot of credit to be spread 
around and we would ask everyone who has 
an impact in helping teens make this impor- 
tant decision about their health to redouble 
those efforts," Dr. Lumpkin said. "Unmarried 
teenagers arc ill-prepared to deal with the 
emotional, psychological and financial chal- 
lenges related to parenthood and they turn to 
people they trust — their family, friends, doc- 
tors, teachers, priest or minister— for advice 
and guidance." 

Dr. Lumpkin said teen moms and their 
babies face more health risks because they 
are less likely to receive timely prenatal care 
and more likely to have no care at all, more 
likely to smoke and less likely to gain the rec- 
ommended weight during pregnancy. As a re- 
sult, he said, babies born to teenagers are at 
an elevated risk of low birlhweight, or serious 

and long-term disability and of dying during 
the first year of life.The drop in teen births 
was particularly sharp among girls 17 years of 
age and younger, with 7,830 babies born (36 
percent of all teen births) compared to 8,748 
babies {39 percent of all teen births in 1998. 
Births to 18- and 19-year olds totaled 14,003, 
up from the 13,884 reported in 1998. 

The number of babies born in 1999 to 
African-American teenagers and whites fell 
from the previous year, most dramatically 
among black teens, while births to Hispanic 
teens increased slightly. 

African-American teenagers — 98 per- 
cent of whom were not married — account- 
ed for 38 percent of all teen births, or 8,363, 
compared with 40 percent or 9,086 births in 
1998. White teens — 81 percent of whom 
were not married — comprised 35 percent 
of the total teen births or 7,596 babies, com- 
pared with 35 percent or 7,900 births in 
1998. Hispanic or Latina teenagers — 75 
percent of whom were not married — gave 
birth to 26 percent of the total teen births or 
5,676 babies, compared with 24 percent or 
5,446 babies in 1998.

Grandparent commentary is pretty much a 
trait of the American family, however, when it 
gels to the point of derailing parental disci- 
pline decisions, it is destructive for everyone 
involved. Try not to be too angry though, 
Grandma and Grandpa just want to be in- 
volved and a part of the family decisions. 
They live with you and therefore, need to be 
taken into consideration. If you try to ignore, 
they will need to push harder. If you try to 
scold, they will become defensive and be- 
come the enemy. There are belter ways. 

You did not mention what type of disci- 
pline you are using so it is difficult for me to 
comment on whether your parent's opinion 
might have some validity. If you are doing 
appropriate discipline with your kids, and 
your parent's commentary is off target, the 
first thing I would tell you is that you need to

not take the commentary to heart. Try and 
get a little bit of mental distance from this so 
that you can feel more stable about it. What 
your parents tl)ink about how you raise your 
kids should not be your primary concern as 
long as you are being appropriate about your 
discipline. 

The best way lo handle this is to set up a 
structured behavior program in your house- 
hold that everyone can use the same way •. 
'Hie most important thing in helping kids to 
behave is consistency and logic. Language 
needs to be the same. Action needs to be the 
same. As 1 said before, Grandma and Grand- 
pa are Irying to be a part of the family, but 
they are doing it in a haphazard way. Why not 
give them specific tasks lo do with regard to 
discipline. It might make them feel really im- 
portant that you are asking them to be in- 
volved. A good program will have specific 
lines of action for each and every misbehav- 
ior. If you can help to train them in the ways 
of the behavior program and make them feel 
involved like k is important for them to be a 
back-up for you, it may completely change 
their viewpoint of the problem and help 
them to feel more on your side. The impor- 
tant thing is that everyone in the household 
should know the behavior program "back- 
wards and forwards" so that it is automatic 
and there isn't any hesitation. When you and 
the grandparents start to squabble over who 
is right about what should be done, the 
kids arc watching that and coming to the 
conclusion that all adults in this house- 
hold are out of control and ineffective. 
The logical outgrowth of that is more bad 
behavior.

Try and explain to (he grandparents the 
philosophy behind your discipline at a time 
when things are calm and not out of control. 
If they are reasonable people, and you are be- 
ing appropriate with your discipline, they will 
be able to understand. Since I don't know 
anything about your household, I will also 
comment on the "unreasonable" alternative. 

If they are unreasonable and arc not lis- 
tening to anything you have to say, it is time 
to get everyone in to a session with a therapist 
who can play referee. Reality says that you are 
the parents and the owners of this home. The 
grandparents are guests in your home and 
not the parents of these kids. If you are doing 
abusive things to the kids, it is the grandpar- 
ents duty to stop that from happening, how- 
ever, if it is about you trying to set rules and . 
trying to follow through in a non-abusive 
way, they should not be In the primary role or 
in the middle of it, and need to be told that. In 
fact, there may be many other Psychological 
dynamics from your own childhood playing 
out here that may need therapeutic interven- 
tion with a Psychologist. You might be getting 
very defensive right from the start based on 
old problems and that may coloryour re- 
sponses. You need to decide whether that is 
the case or not. At any rate, if they are being 
completely unreasonable and not listening at 
all, and it is totally disruptive to everyone's 
life in an ongoing way, you might need to 
think about making other living arrange- 
ments for them. That is a tough decision and 



a decision that only you can make. It isn't 
something that anyone can tell you to do. You 
just need to weigh your options here and try 
to be realistic about what is best for everyone 
involved. I am glad to consult with you if 
you'd like to set up a time. Especially if you 
think about relocating the grandparents, I'd 
highly recommend that you do at least 3 or 4 
sessions with a neutral person, a therapist, so 
that you can make your decision from con- 
scious thought and not from "heat of the mo- 
ment" thinking.

Stuttering causes school woes

When teachers hear a child begin to stut- 
ter, the immediate reaction is one of concern 
mixed with a host of urgent questions.

The nonprofit Stuttering Foundation 
answers these and many other questions in 
its updated brochure for the school year 
2000-2001, The Child Who Stutters at 
School: Notes to the Teacher*. 

"Young children are busily learning to 
talk," explains Dr. Lisa Scott Trautman of 
Wichita State University. "As such, they may 
make speech 'mistakes', such as effortless 
repetitions and prolonging of sounds. In 
most instances," she adds, "this is very nor- 
mal. If parents and teachers listen to and 
answer these young children in a patient, 
calm, unemotional way, the child's speech 
will probably return to normal." 

Some children, however, will go beyond 
the normal and begin to repeat and prolong * 
sounds markedly," explains Scott Trautman. 



"They may begin to struggle, tense up and 
become frustrated in their efforts to talk. 
These children need help." 

"Any time teachers are concerned about 

a child's fluency," notes lane Fraser, presi- 
dent of the Stuttering Foundation, "they, 
should consult with the-schodrspeecti cHni- 
cian as well as the parents to make sure 
their approach to the child's speech is con- 
sistent." She advises teachers, "Talk with the 
child privately and reassure him or her of 
your support; let them know that you arc 
aware of their stuttering and that you accept 

it - and them."

Bring your own sled to Forest 
Preserve sledding hills located at 
Old School near Libertyville and 
l^kewood near Wauconda. Please, 
no metal runners, snowboards or 
toboggans allowed in the sledding 
areas. 

Ice fishing is the main attraction 
at 74-acre Sterling Lake in Van 
Patten Woods near Wadsworlh. 
Sterling Lake offers extended hours 
for ice fishing Monday through 
Thursday from 6:30 a.m. to one hour 
after sunset, and Friday through 
Sunday from 6:30 a.m.-7 p.m. A 4.5 
inch layer of ice is needed for ice 
fishing. 

Bright outdoor lighting and 
extended hours at Lake wood's win- 
ter sports area offer visitors the 
chance to sled and skate the night 
away. The Lakewood winter sports 
area is located on the east side of 
Fairfield Rd. just south of Rte. 176, 
near Wauconda. The extended win-

Lake County residents favor increased 
taxes for road improvements 



Over 800 Lake County residents 
were polled regarding their opinions 
on traffic in the county, and an addi- 
tional 243 have completed the 
ongoing Internet survey to provide 
input on this issue, The Lake County 
Board • commissioned Metro 

* 

Chicago Information Center 
(MCIC), a professional research and 
consulting firm that specializes in 
providing research for non-profit 
and government entities, to con- 
duct a study on traffic in Lake 
County and whether residents 
would be willing to pay to help 
address the problem. 

Residents were asked to identify 
things they value about their com- 
munity and whether certain quality 
of life issues, such as good public 
schools, responsive government, 
limited traffic congestion and pro- 
tected green apace and parklands, 
were important to them. Of the 802 
respondents polled, 80.9 percent 
said that reduced traffic congestion 
and driving times are either their 
top priority or very important to 
them. 

Results of the on line survey are 
similar to this point, with over 90 
percent listing reduced traffic con- 
gestion as their number one con- 
cern. 

According to Lake County Board 



member and Public Works and 
Transportation committee chair, 
Diana O'Kclly, "The Lake County 
Board has made addressing traffic 
congestion in the county one of our 
highest priorities, and rightly so, 
because the results of the survey 
indicate that county residents feel 
the same way." 

Nearly one-third of respondents 
feel that they waste over two hours 
every week due to traffic conges- 
tion. Further, 83.2 percent of those 
polled believe traffic congestion in 
Lake County has gotten cither much 
worse or somewhat worse in the last 
few years. 

Nearly 73 percent of respon- 
dents replied that they favor 
increased county government 
spending to reduce traffic conges- 
tion on county roads. Additionally, 
93 percent of those answering the 
on line poll favor increased spend- 
ing to reduce traffic congestion. 

If the Lake County Board were 
provided the authority to issue a ref- 
erendum raising taxes to generate 
money for road improvements, over 
60 percent of the residents polled 
would vote in favor of having their 
taxes increase to address the traffic 
problem in the county. Of those 
responding on line, over 77 percent 
would vote in favor of a referendum 



increasing their taxes. The Lake 
County Board needs the authority of 
the State of Illinois Legislature to 
issue a referendum to raise taxes. 

When asked about specific taxes 
that ought to be raised, the majority 
of respondents favored increasing 
the sales tax in Lake County by one- 
quarter percent. A one-quarter per- 
cent sales tax would cost an addi- 
tional 25 cents for every $100 spent 
in Lake County and generate a pro- 
jected $15-20 million for projects 
designed to alleviate congestion on 
county roads. 

The Lake County Board com- 
missioned the research and consult- 
ing services of MCIC in August 2000. 
MCIC began polling residents on 
Nov. 24, 2000 and completed the 
study on Dec. 6. 

"As a result of residents' interest 
in the topic, the telephone survey 
was completed much earlier than 
expected. The group that conducted 
the polling did not receive as many 
hang-ups because people wanted to 
voice their opinions regarding traf- 
fic in Lake County," according to 
Mark Danaj, director of Lake County 
Communications. 

The web site survey was made 
available to the public on Dec. 1 and 
is still accessible on the Lake County 
web site at www.co.Iake.ll.us. 



Southern Lake County gets new Branch Court 



Based on a comprehensive 
study to determine the ideal loca- 
tion for a new branch court, the 
Lake County Board's Law and 
Judicial Committee targeted the 
geographic area of Mundelein for 
the site of a new court facility. A new 
court is needed to expand the coun- 
ty's court system as a result of 
increased levels of activity at current 
facilities. 

The committee made its rec- 
ommendation for a geneial area 
location at the meeting of the Law 
and Judicial committee. However, 
the Lake County Board has fore- 
seen the need for new court facili- 
ties for some time. The county 
board's Capital Improvement Plan, 
adopted in June 2000, contained 
money for the establishment of a 
new branch court in southern Lake 
County. 

According to Law and Judicial 
Committee chair, Bonnie Thomson 
Carter, "Our report indicates that a 
court facility in southern Lake 
County ought to be located in area 
convenient to both Vernon and 
Fremont townships based on their 
population growth, accessibility of 
potential sites and the residency of 
individuals receiving tickets." 

Lake County Board member 
Diana O'KellyTwhfi: represents the 
Village of Mundele'fn and Fremont 



Township, has been working closely 
with local officials in the area of the 
proposed site to assure that the pro- 
posed location benefits die greatest 
number of county residents. 

Because the south court facility 
is needed immediately, and funding 
is already available, the Law and 
Judicial Committee must move for- 
ward with the site selection process 
as soon as possible. Based on find- 
ings from the study, the committee 
is focused on the area near intersec- 
tions of Illinois Rte. 60 and 83 and 
U.S. Hie. 45. 

Available properties will be eval- 
uated based on cost to purchase the 
site, cost to prepare the site for 

development, adequate acreage for 
parking, access to highways and 
public transportation. 



The County Administrator's 
Office, Circuit Court, Circuit Court 
Clerk, Department of Planning, 
Building and Development and 
Division of Transportation worked 
together to provide the Law and 
Judicial Committee with die study to 
determine the best location for the 
south branch court. 

The Lake County Board's Law 
and Judicial committee oversees 
matters of the Circuit Court Clerk, 
Coroner, Sheriff, State's Attorney, 
Radio Department, Merit 
Commission, Public Defender and 
19th Judicial Circuit Court. For fur- 
ther information about the county 
board, elected officials, judicial sys- 
tem or county departments, visit the 
Lake County Web Site at 
www.co.lake.il.us.

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I have so many meetings to attend that I 

can't get anything done!

My lime Is probably my most valuable asset. Several years «#> I 
rcali/cti that meetings wasted much of my time. Here Is how it hap- 
pened. In 1992 I worked as an account manager for a regional 
consulting company which was headquartered In Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. As an account manager my primary responsibility was 
to sell computer and engineering related consulting services to the 
largest companies in the area. The best way to sell these services is 
Co visit the customers and Identify iliclr needs. At some point that 
year ! discovered dial die most significant obstacle to making sales 
calk were the meetings that I had to attend In die home office. 1 
couldn't he meeting with a customer if I was attending meetings In 
our office. 

Understanding that these meetings were hindering (lie accom- 
plishment of my goals was significant Realizing that I didn't need 
to attend all of these meetings was even more significant. Here arc 
some basic truths that I discovered about meetings: 

• Most meetings arc not productive because there is no I a 
specific agenda. 1 never attend a meeting that does not 
lure a clearly defined purpose and a specific agenda. 

• Meetings are the least efficient means to communicate 
Information. 1 do not attend meetings when the slated pur- 
pose Is lo share Information. I can get this information 
from the meeUng minutes or from someone who attended 
the ma-ting. In either case it will lake a lot less of my time. 
Sometimes I am asked to attend a meeting lo share some 
information. In those cases I will often write a memo to die 
leader of die meeting explaining that ! can not attend and 
then write out die information I would liave shared if I had 
attended the meeting. That saves me a tol of lime. 

• Most meetings run longer than expected. I do not attend 
meetings that do not have a stated start time and a staled 
end time. If 1 attend meetings that arc scheduled at specif- 
ic Intervals and die meetings don'l start on time, or if ihey 

~ consistently run longer titan planned, 1 stop attending 
those meetings. 
So why would we ever have a meeting? Meetings arc an effective 
method for motivation, for celebration, and for brainstorming 
when people need to be able to leverage many Ideas. A one on one 
meeting is useful for counseling an coaching. Knowing when to use 

the various communications (ools and how lo use those tools is 
one of the keys to effective communications. Tills week we discov- 
ered how to save lime by reducing the meetings in jour life. Next 
week we will explore how to plan and run a successful meeting.

1 have been working In Illinois for the nasi four months and 
love my job. I live in Wisconsin and find Out working In Illinois 
gives me heller jo!) opportunities and salary. I was silting with 
some co-workers at lunch who also live in Wisconsin and over- 
heard them talking about having to come up with money to pay 
state taxes. I questioned what they were saying and came to find 
tun that the company I work for does not take out Mate taxes on 
the employees who live In Wisconsin hut work In their Illinois 
company. These employees, some who have been there for a few 
years plus, said that they learned lo put away enough money each 
week to cover the taxes at the end of the year. 1 knew nothing 
alumi this and now I am panicked over having to come up with a 
bunch of money. I was thinking of going to my boss and idling 
him that I should have been told about this before so i could pre- 
pare. Wliat should I do. Please respond soon as lax season Is here. 

L W. - Kenosha 

A: Don'i panic. First of all, please don't blame the company for the 
fact that you more than likely never looked al your check stub for 
the past four months. If you did, I am sure you would have noticed 
that nti stale tax was taken out of your salary slmpty. because you 
should not have to pay Illinois taxes If you don't live In Illinois. 
Your company should haw made you aware of this In some way 
upon hla*. And at very least you should have noticed this long 
liefore four months worth of employment. Some companies are 
registered In both states for the purpose of being able to take the 
taxes out for their employees In ell her one. Some companies 
refrain fn»n the additional paperwork, lite fact Is that It Is some- 
thing that many people deal with. It sometimes goes with the lux- 
ury of like you said, "gives me belter job opportunities and salary". 
There Is sometimes a give and take. Don't fret. There are ways to 
prepare for this. Ask the same people that you overheard telling 
atMMit this what they do. Perhaps, they can offer you their Ideas. 
Another thought K to ask your boss If It would Ik* possible for them 
to cut u check each pay period that would be the equivalent to the 
amount of state tax that you will be responsible fur. Thai way, per- 
haps they can give you two checks each period. One for your 
salary with all the appropriate deductions and one for the taxes 
that tlie>* would normally have submitted for you. That way, you 
can have an account set aside ftir yourself so that at the end of the 
year you could have the funds needed. Do not be surprised how- 
ever If they turn the Idea down because of the additional paper- 
work Involved. A great Idea however Is to gel yourself disciplined 
and do it yourself. Each pity period when you receive your pay- 
check, look at the total gross amount and multiply It by the 
Wisconsin state tax percentage, and that will tell you how much 
you should set aside. Put the money away each week In an Interest 
hearing account, lletter yet . . . calculate a higher percentage rate 
then actually needed for state tax, and at the end of the year, you 
will be pleasantly surprised to see you have surplus money. Volla . 
. , you saved. Good luck.

Ii*s an annual ritual. Frantic people scramble ihrouph December 
kvlinp for harf aint. checking ikir bank Kcounti. and ninning from 
place lo place. They're no! buying present*, though. They're trying to 
clone before December 31 %a they can write .off their new home for 
the w hole year that jum paired. 

Unfortunately, hy the lime moU people Mart thinking. aboul year* 
end deductions, it's too late to nin out and buy a house. 

"A lot of people wait until the cod of ihe year to buy a home.' 1 said 
Norm Stein, vice president of lending at Central Illinois Bankcorp in 
Hillside. Ill "It often all of Ihe advantages of deductions ytxfcan lake 
on the purchase without the expense of upkeep, insurance, and so on 
of living there through the whole year. Once you close, your tat pic- 
ture for Ihe whole year changes, so people really like it. 

Sadly, according to Stein, many people wail until loo late lo start 
the process and find themselves disappointed that they won't gel the 

Ian break this year. 

"Every year I'm surprised at the number of people.uho cook into 
my office in the last weeks of December wanting to buy a house, and 
there's no way to get everything done in time lo close wore January. 
The process just lakes loo much lime. And the lime it lakes is made 
even longer by ihe number of people rushing in at the last minute, so 
sometimes they don't get lo close until ihe end of January." 

Tncul doun on disappointments. Stein offers some lips on celling 
yiwr name on ihe dotted line before the ball drops on New Years Eve; 
. • Start early — "Right after Thanksgiving is not too soon." Stein 
says. 'Don't forget that a lot of lending staffs are decimated around 
the holidays by vacations, so the whole process is naturally going m 
lake a little longer. When you add to that the number of people w ho 
arc trying to do the same thing you're doing, you may even want to 
come in around the middle of November, just lo be safe.** 

• Get pre-approved — "I can't oseremphasiie the importance of 
pre- approval, because these days it's hard to get anything started with*, 
out that." 

• Be prepared — "You're going to need a lot of paperwork for ihe 
final approval." Stein said., "so get it together beforehand. That 
includes tax records, bank statements, earnings statements — the 
works" 

"There's no dinibt lhat it's a smart way lo go." Stein said of buying 
at the end of the year, "and with some forethought and preparation, 
you can save a bundle on your taxes with Ihe stroke of a pen." 

If you can't get in under the wire, however, donl despair The com- 
ing new year in particular brings some interesting developments lhat 
could help almost as much as a year-end purchase. 

"A lot of ihe people u ho are going to have lo wail until January to 
close are going lo gel some benefit anyway.* says Stein, "and I'm , 
helping them to nuke ihe most of it by letting Ihem know what's out 
there." 

So what's out there? 

"For one thing." he says, "you have some changes in lending poli- 
cies that arc bringing down Ihe costs of buying a home." 

The first change is a shift in ihe upper limit of a Fannie Mae sin- 
gle family mortgage. 4 , \ ' 

"Jumbo loans have traditionally started with prices of $252,700," 
Stein 'xa)*. "Now that number is going up. so a Jumbo starts at 
S27.S.OU). Since Jumbos are usually higher interest rales, lhat means 
that you can now gel a larger loan and stay in Ihe lower interest rates." 

The change will mean big savines for first -time homebuycrs over 
the life of a $0-year mortgage, just by wailing one day. 

Another change is in the Fit A insurance premiums required on pri- 
vate mortgage insurance (PMI). 

"As of January I." 'Stein said, "rates will drop from 2 1/4 percent 
of the loan amount to I 1/2 percent, so buyers v. ho close next year 
will save money on PMI premiums." ■ 

Finally. Stein said, homebuyers «ill benefil from a continuing 
downward trend in interest rates sparked hy the recent economic 
slowdown, 

"Something they may want to do ifthcy'rp thinking of refinancing 
is lo apply early and float the rate. When we get a refinance boom 
* hen rates drop, so many people apply that ihey have a hard lime fel- 
ling into the lender of their choice. When you apply early, you're in a 
position to lock at a moment's notice without having to wail lo gel it 
done."
